Road,  Euless,  TX  76039,  as  Lessor,  and  CHESAPEAKE  EXPLORATION,  L.L.C.,  an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  whose  address  is  P.O.  Box  18496,  Oklahoma  City, 
Oklahoma  73154-0496,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the 
completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1-  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

2.  This  lease,  which  is  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  THREE  (3)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  and  for  as  long  thereafter  as  oil 
or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  lease  is  otherwise  maintained  in 
effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof.
